1 . IN CONDUCTING AN ON-SITE INSPECTION THE DESIGNATED 
PERSONNEL OF THE REQUESTING PARTY SHALL HAVE THE RIGHT: 

(A) TO ASCERTAIN THAT THE AGREED INSPECTION AREA CORRES- 
PONDS TO THE LOCATION OF THE EVENT WHICH GAVE RISE TO 
THE INSPECTION REQUEST; 
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(B) TO CARRY OUT AN UNOBSTRUCTED VISUAL SURVEY OE THE 
AGREED INSPECTION AREA AND TO ACQUIRE OTHER INFORMATION 
EOR THE PURPOSES OF INSPECTION, USING THE EQUIPMENT 
SPECIEIED IN ARTICLE II OE THE TECHNICAL ANNEX; 

(C) TO STUDY THE RADIATION SITUATION IN THE INSPECTION 
AREA; 

(D) TO IMPLEMENT OTHER METHODS OE INSPECTION AGREED UPON 
BY THE JOINT CONSULTATIVE COMMISSION. 

2. FOR THE PURPOSES OE AN ON-SITE INSPECTION THE HOST 
PARTY SHALL; 

(A) TRANSPORT DESIGNATED PERSONNEL FROM THE PORT OP ENTRY 
TO THE INSPECTION AREA AND, AFTER COMPLETION OF THE 
INSPECTION, TO AN AGREED PORT OP EXIT; 

(B) ASSURE THE DESIGNATED PERSONNEL TELECOMMUNICATIONS 
WITH THEIR AUTHORITIES, TRANSPORTATION, LIVING AND WORKING 
QUARTERS AND OTHER SERVICES APPROPRIATE TO THE EXERCISE

(C) ASSIGN ITS PERSONNEL TO PARTICIPATE JOINTLY WITH THE

2. THE DATE OE ARRIVAL OE THE DESIGNATED PERSONNEL AT

4. THE DESIGNATED PERSONNEL IN THE EXERCISE OF THEIR

(A) THE REQUESTING PARTY SHALL PROVIDE THE HOST PARTY

INSTRUCTIONS ON ITS INSTALLATION AND OPERATION NOT LATER

(B) AT THE SAME TIME THAT THE DESIGNATED PERSONNEL 
ARRIVE, TWO IDENTICAL SETS OF THE EQUIPMENT, A DESCRIP- 
TION OF WHICH WAS PROVIDED TO THE HOST PARTY IN ACCOR- 
DANCE WITH PARAGRAPH 6(A) OF THIS ARTICLE, SHALL BE

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(C) THE PERSONNEL OF THE HOST PARTY SHALL CHOOSE ONE OF 
THE TWO SETS DESCRIBED ABOVE FOR USE BY THE DESIGNATED 
PERSONNEL FOR THE PURPOSES OP ON-SITE INSPECTION; 

(D) THE SET OF EQUIPMENT NOT CHOSEN BY THE HOST PARTY 
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PERSONNEL FOR THE PURPOSES OF ON-SITE INSPECTION SHALL 
BE AT THE DISPOSAL OF THE HOST PARTY FOR (BLANK) DAYS 
AND THEN SHALL BE RETURNED TO THE REQUESTING PARTY; 

(E) THE SET OF EQUIPMENT CHOSEN BY THE HOST PARTY PER- 
SONNEL FOR THE PURPOSES OF ON-SITE INSPECTION SHALL BE 
TRANSPORTED BY THE HOST PARTY TO THE INSPECTION AREA AND

(F) THE HOST PARTY PERSONNEL SHALL HAVE THE RIGHT TO

(G) ALL EQUIPMENT USED IN THE COURSE OF AN ON-SITE 
INSPECTION MAY BE RETAINED BY THE HOST PARTY FOR A PERIOD
